WONSUMER Research is a 
C dull, rather high-sounding 

phrase. But we believe that 
it holds the key to two of the fur- 
nishing trade’s most urgent prob- 
lems the present drop in sales 
and the search for an improved 
style of design 

For consumer research means 
nothing more than finding out 
just what the public wants to buy, 
with the object of supplying those 
wants in the best style at the 
lowest economic prices 

The slump in furniture sales 
has been blamed on the poorness 
of manufacturers’ designs. That 
is the opinion of the Upper 
Hierarchy of Artistic Thought 
But that Hierarchy has given its 
blessing to many furniture designs 
(based broadly on modern Scan- 
dinavian trends, much to the quiet 
amusement of the Norwegian and 
Swedish. folk) which the vast 
majority of British home-owners 
would not for a moment consider
